At Stapp's Chapel M. E. church last 


Sunday evening closed one of the most 
remarkable revivals of religion that has 
ever occurred in the history of this 
church. The house was packed to its 
utmost capacity, not an inch of standing 
room was to be had, and hundreds were 
turned away. 


About eight hundred persons have 


professed to have been helped into either 
an entirely new life, at these meetings, or 
have come into a fuller, deeper or clearer 
experience. It is said that the evangel- 
ists labored in great harmony with the 
resident pastor, Rev. George Stevens, and 
that no unbiased person could fail to see 
that the work was genuine. 


All the evangelical churches in the city 


have shared largely in this harvest, a 
goodly number joining the Baptist nnd 
other churches. The entire city indeed 
was shaken to its very centre, and very 
many not even attending the services 
were not only awakened but convicted 
and converted nt their homes or at their 
own churches. The revival spirit being 
in the air made the work easy. 


It is not to be expected however that 


all of these converts will become steady 
church goers, nnd it is quite likely that 
many by cureless, wicked lives have so 
weakened the will that even the visions 
of the true which have given them such 
joy in their conversion will fade forever 
away, and they will return to old habits, 
becoming more hardened than before so 
that nothing but a miracle can ever res- 
cue them again from the lowest depths. 
Others again in profoundest appreciation 
of the vitalizing power of the new life 
will go on to perfection, 


There was nothing at all in these meet- 


ings of a sensational character. 
No arti- 


ficial means were used. No exaggerated 
accounts were published for effect in the 
daily papers. No effort was made to 
secure a crowd or to thrust the evangel- 
ist's or the pastor's name before the pub- 
lic. 
All the advertising done was by the 


attendants at the church, and yet the 
house was packed night after night, and 
the most unflagging interest was daily 
manifested. 
These men, Wilson and 


Kennedy, made hundreds of friends while 
in the city; but of course many were 
mortally offended at their plain utter- 
ances which pushed them so close with 
the truth tlitit it pinched them as with 
steel tweezers. 


It has been declared by people whose 


opinions are valuable that no one with a 
real desire to be profited spiritually could 
attend these meetings from day to day 
without receiving an inspiration to seek 
the divine life or be prompted to rise to 
loftier experiences on the highway of 
holiness. The public voice averts that 
there never has been such singing us that 
conducted by Mr. Kennedy. At early 
dawn the boys were heard whistling the 
melodies learned at the meetings, and the 
girls to hum them on their way to school. 
Kven the aged and infirm, who thought 
they never could learn a new tune, grew 
lively on the choruses. Many who at- 
tended the afternoon services til-ought 
their suppers to the Chapel and remained 
to the night meeting, reminding one of 
the pilgrim devotees on their sacred visits 
to St. Peter's church. 


Almost all right-minded people are 


willing to admit that these thirteen 
weeks were profitably spent. The evan- 
gelists left the city Monday morning for 
Jacksonville, expecting to leave there the 
latter part of the week for a campaign in 
Kansas. It is not too much to say that 
they will remain forevei enshrined in the 
hearts of very many of the l>est citizens 
of Decatur.
